Holstlaw of nefarious conduct as legis­ 
lators, appeared before Judge Creigh­ 
ton 
in f [i e circuit 
court aud 
gave 
bol ' . 
Senator Pemberton arrived a little 
earlier in the day from his home in 
Oakland 
and 
Representative 
Clark 
had been here over night. 
The three, 
with their attorneys and bondsmen, 
hastened to the courthouse. 
The judicial proceedings were brief. 
The bond cf Senator Broderick was 
fixed at 
$10,UUU and 
was promptly 
signed 
by 
Benjam in 
F. 
K irlin, 
a 
Springfield 
liverym an, 
and 
Richard 
Egan, a contractor of Springfield. The 
same bonds, en presented themselves 
sureties ’c~ 
° iresentative Clark in 


the sum cf $5.DOD, and Senator Pem ­ 
berton’s bond of $5,000 was signed by 
J. F. Crawford and C. C. Ashmore of 
Oakland. 111., and W illiam M. Check- 
ley of Mattoon. 
No date was set for 
the trials of the indicted men, their 
sureties binding themselves to pro­ 
duce the three at the order of the 
court. 
Burke Visits Holstlaw. 


W hile the indicted legislators were 
giving bonds in the courthouse, which. 
as the old state house, was the scene 
of Abraham Lincoln’s first experience 
as a state representative. S ta tes A t­ 
torney Burke was hastening to Iuka, 
the home of Senator D. W. Holstlaw. 
whose confession was basis for the 
charge of 
bribery returned 
against 
Senator Broderick and of conspiracy 
to commit a felony returned against 
Senator Pemberton and 
Representa­ 
tive Clark. 
It was rumored that the 
visit to Iuka would result in the in­ 
troduction of 
documentary evidence 
which would serve to corroborate the 
confession of the Iuka senator. 
On the trip from Chicago with Dep­ 
uty Sheriff Long, Senator Broderick 
chatted volubly with othe 
occupant!

authority to pass upon the reasonable­ 
ness of increased rates before such 
rates shall become operative.

General W lckersham was embodied in 
the Cummins amendment which was 
recently defeated in the senate. 
It Is the belief of the shippers repre­ 
sented here that the action of the rail­ 
roads in increasing rates was taken to 
fortify themselves against the new 
bill in amendment of the interstate 
commerce act.

day. 
Th* ; ovision contains all of the 
pr< hibitlve features of 
the original I 
Section 12 and none of the ad van tages 
f r the railroads contained in th e sec­ 
tion struck out.

leaders hastily ad­ 
journed the session, expecting to re-; 
smile consideration of the bill Satur-i 
day, but tin* speech by S enator Lor­ 
imor prevented such action.

difficult for them to defeat it. 


May Result in More Concessions.

graph and cable com panies within the i 
scope of the in terstate com m erce laws 
indicated the policy which may be fol­ 
lowed henceforth. 
It may be that the 
Brown am endm ent will be accepted in 
the sam e m anner in view of the fact 
that the house elim inated the m erger 
section from its bill and would prob­ 
ably insist upon the rejection of the , 
Brown am endm ent in conference. 
The railroad bill will be taken up 
again by th" senate on Tuesday and 
the final vote may be had on that d a y .1 
although there is no certainty about I 
it. 
T here is a contest betw een advo­ 
cates of statehood and conservation 
m easu res as to what class of legisla­ 
tion shall next be considered. 
The 
supporters of the public land w ith­ 
draw als bill will not give way to the 
statehood m easure without a fight. 
Few Republican senators are anx­ 
ious to put the statehood bill through 
at the present session.
